Mexican President Meets Death 
In PaeUa Mountains — History 
Of His Stmrmy Career 



(By Associated Press) 

Mexico City, May 22— The au- 
thorities have ordered a train to 
proceed to Beristain, the nearest 
railway point to the /spot in the 
mountains of Puebla, where 
President Venustiano Carranza 
was killed Thursday morning by 

, revolutionary forces. Carranza *s 
chief of staff, Generals Gonzales 
and Montes with Ygnacia Bonil- 
las, former Mexican Ambassador 

*at Washington, are reported safe. 
No mention is made of others in 
the party. 

General Herrera, it is said, di- 
rected the attack which resulted 
in the death of President Carran- 

^za. Herrera belonged to tl it- 
forces which accompanied Car- 
ranza in his flij^ht from this city 
but who last v> cek deserted Car- 
ranza and joined the revolution- 
ists. 

No News At Washington 

Washington, May 22 — No re- 
port of the death of Carranza has 
been received today from the 
American embassy in Mexico 
City. The Associated Press dis- 
patches are the only information 
before the government here. If 
Carranza was killed, the manner 
of his death may inject a new ele- 
rnent into the question of recog- 
nition of the new Mexican 
emment, and will be the subject 
of scrutiny is the view. Presi- 
dent Wilson's policy was announ- 
ced seven years ago, when he re- 
fused to recognize the Huerta 
.government, after Madero v/as 
killed. He said then the United 
States would recognize no gov- 
ernment not Ixised on constitu- 
tional authority.

The Villa generals met at .\; ns nl- 
lentcs in November. 1914, and. in alli- 
ance with the Zajiata faction, forni'^'i a 
Convent ionisi government. The capital 
changed hand.**- several times and was 
not Anally taken by General Obregon 
until the summer of TOfS. 

The beginnin--: of the end of the Vil- 
• la-Zapata party as a militay power fol- 
lowed swiftly the heavy defeats of Vil- 
la by General Alvaro Obregon. Villa 
was forced to give up Torreon and con- 
centrate his rlv.indline forces in Nor- 
thern ChilniahiKi and lOa.stei n Sono! a. 
making occasional forays and raids 
wbich culminat^^d in the attack on 
Columbus. N. M,. that resulted in the 
Invasion of Jtexican territoiy by Gen. 
Pershing. 

In tl'.e diplomatic p\"hanKe3 that en- 
sued between rre.siriont Wilson and 
t^arranza. who haH been officially rec- 
ognized a.; the head of the riefa''to gov- 
ernment by the TTnited State.s in Octo- 
ber, lai-'i. he insisted on the respect I>y 
the Uniteri States of Mexico's sover- 
eignty and the concession to his gov- 



ernment of reciprocal rights of inva- 
Bion. He maintained his position de- 
spite the crisis caused by claahe.s be- 
tween Mexican and American soidier.s 
at Parral and Carrizal. but when war 
seemed unavoidable, Carranza succeed- 
ed in stemming the tide by his proposal 
for the appointment of a joint com- 
mission to setlte the difficulties amia- 
cably. The proposal was accepted by 
I'resident Wilson and the deliberations 
of the commission resulted in the with- 
drawal of the American army and the 
restoration of friendly relstioiis be- 
tween the two countries. 

In the meantime Carranza had called 
a Constitutional Congress, which ac- 
cepted most of the refoms he outlined. 
On March 11. 1917, he was elected I're.-- 
ident. More than 1.500.000 votes 
were cast for him. He took the oath 
of office May 1, 1917. 

In a message to the Mexican Con- 
gre::.s following his inauguration as 
President, Carranza declared Mexico's 
"strict" neutrality. His note to neu- 
tral nations, however, urging them to 
declare embargoes against all the Eu- 
ropean belligerents, as a means of end- 
ing the war. and the warmth of his' 
laiiKuaue in congratulating Emperor 
Willi;im on the occasion of his lasi 
birthday, aroused comment in the fn- 
ited States, as did also the ptiblic.it ion 
of the Zirnnierman note, inviting M'>x- 
ico to tak'- "by coii'iuest" the ."tates 
of Texas, Arizona, and New Mexico in 
payment for a declaration of war on 
the United States acting In concert 
with Japan.

No effort will be made to build the 
White Way in Richmond nntil prices 
of labor and material go down. 'Chi.; 
was unaniomosly decided upon at a 
meeting of a majority of the City 
Council, the Mayor, members of the 
special citizens' conmuttee and Vice 
President Lewis B. Herrington, of the 
Kentucky Utilities Company, held here 
Saturday morning.

An expectant audience essem-

GRAND OLD TREES 
ARE COMPLIMENTED 



Three surgeon:; from southern 
Ohio are in the city lookinu; about 
for infonnation concerninf"- the condi- 
tion of shubbery, trees especially, 
and they find that thre is not a great 
field here for their line. "The trees 
here seem to be in a healthy condi 
tion", said R. A. Campbell, one of the 
surgeons, in discussing trees j^enerally 
Ho stated that in larger cities the 
ti ees were in more danger of .being 
injured, that their growth and protec- 
tion was not given proper attention 
which caused many beauiful trees to 
die. ' , 

"Preserve your trees", said Mr. 
Campbell, "'at any cost, although the 
cost is nominal, and you will appre- 
ciate it in the future, since a beautiful 
tree is becoming more scarce each 
yeai', and it M^quiios considerable 
time to grow them. I would advise 
all to look after the shrubbery and es- 
pecially trees and to plant a tree 
whereever the opportunity permits, 
for there will come a time when this 
tree will be appreciated a great deal 
more than at present." 

The surgeon stated that in some 
localities, the tree had been practical- 
ly eliminated, and that there were 
some "grand old trees" in Richmond 
and vicinity and that they were land- 
maiks that shoidd be allowed to grow 
liiidistuibed.

MACHINIST STRIKE 
HAMPERS SHIPPING 



Richmond &utoinobile dealers 
continue to experience difficulty 
in getting machines here, it 
hcinj^ a common remark when 
I hey sate that they could sell ma- 
chines almo.st every day if they 
had them. The strike of mechan- 
ics at Cincinnati has put another 
crimp in the shipment of ma- 
:!iines and heretofore udien it 
was possible to go to Queen City 
and drive machines home, it is 
now a difficult matter, owing to 
the fact that one can scarcely 
get anything d(jne there in the 
way of repairs, if necessary. 
However, many machines are 
iieing driven through. 

Some firms making machines in 
the northern cities arc employing 
regular drivers now to pilot 
new vehicles to the home of the 
owners.
